But one 
who reads a religeous paper, that 
sever permits the free criticism of 
screed, or the clear presentation of 
ooposiny doctrine, and confines his 
roading to its sectarian organ, is 
teraliy i to pronounce an 
C THON. 

In writing for the Advertiser I have 
endeavored to present such facts and 
camments as I thought would be 

weptable to many readers; and 
u»eful as well. I have not sought to 
| sturbd the religious peace of anyone, 
"made anv unfair, or unkind criti- 
cam upon the various religious sys- 
tems, or the faith of anv sincere 
worshipper. 1 do not think I have 
written anything that should be 
ottensive to any true Christian. of 
whatever creed, or cult. A bigot 
who preters his creed to truth is not 
a Christian. But I have not, I think, 
otensively meddled with any relig- 
ious ideais, worthy the name. For 
the past two vears l have written 
with regularity for the Advertiser 
aud Unten at quite a cost to myself, 
and without pecuniary reward. I 
was therefore quite surprised, some 
three weeks ago, to receive notice 
that my last two letters were regard- 
el as an attack on the Christian 
religion, and could not. under any 
circumstances go into the Adicr- 
lisrand Union I may be wrong in 
inv impression—as I am not a test 
medium-——but I strongly suspect 
that some outside meddling has had a 
hand in the matter. Editors are 
sciddom “free moral agents,” (except 
our free spiritual editors, and they 
are not always). <A class of second 
and third rate clergymen frequently 
exercise their piety by dictating to 
editors. 

Often this petty meddling is ac- 
companied with threats. They know 
that with the members of their 
Trusts their word is law, and if they 
sav the word the whole body of moral 
slaves may join ina boycott against 
the paper. Editors, of course, do 
not like to face such a threat; and 
so they obey orders, and close their 
pages against anything not pleasing 
to the gospel tinkers, who have no 
better work on hand than to use 
their sacred office to crucify the 
truth. I do not say this was the 
cuuse that actuated the editor of 
the Adverttser and Union.
